Experiment With Lures 
By AL McCLANE 
Fishing Editor 
The other clay I received a letter' 


from one of our readers in Phila- 
delphia who s;iid: 


"Lust .summer I was fortunate 


enough to spend a week in northern 
iUichlKan. \Ve caught quite a 
few 


fish — smallmouth bass, great nor- 
thern pike, rock bass, and perch. 
However, 
1 WHS disappointed 
be- 


cause, of all the fish we caught, 
only one pike was taken on an ar- 
tificial lure. 


•The natives and fishermen who 


had been tioin;; there for several 
years told us that you just couldn't 
take fish with anything but live bait. 


"1 enjoy fly and plus fishing much 


more than lishing with bait, and I 
wonder if you could «ive me any 
information on this type of fishing 
in lliis particular location. 


"The 
opinion seems to be that 


finh stay in the weed beds from 10 
to IS feet under the surface, 
and 


you have to fish through the weeds 
in order to catch fish, with the ex- 
ception 61' bass, the majority 
of 


which arc caught in from 20 to 25 
feet of water over a rock bottom." 


The 
fish mentioned 
can all be 


caught on artificial 
lures under 


most conditions. 
Quite often, the 


unlives in any area know nothing 
at nil about fly fishing and very 
little about plug casting. After Vail- 
ing to catch fish on their first half- 
hearted attempts with 
artificials, 


they revert to bait and say that the 
fish won't lake a plug or a fly. 


In one spot where the natives told 


me that it was impossible to catch 
sinallmouths on anything 'but live 
minnows, a friend and I discovered 
that we would take more fish than 
the bait fishermen 
by trolling 
a 


streamer fly very deep, just clear 
of tlie rock bottom. We caught an 
occasional snag, of course, but we 
also caught several bass. 


1 would be willing to bet that the 


perch euuld be caught on a small 
bucktail behind a tiny spinner which 
was fished along the edge of the 
weeds and possibly just above the 
weeds. A weedless spoon with pork 
chunk will often work on the great 
northerns, 
and 
y'ou 
can 
cast it 


right into thu weeds and work it 
out with only an occasional snag. 


I think you may also catch wall- 


eyes anil sinalimouths on plugs, but 
it will probably be necessary to 
find the good spots and fish deep. 
Often these spots are located where 
shoals break off into deep water. 
Naturally, without fishing there I 
can't tell you definitely, but I am 
convinced that you could take fish 
on artificial lures it you kept ex- 
perimynUng. 


It's a problem like this that makes 


an angler out of a fisherman. You 
should accept as a matter of course 
the fact that bait fishing is easier
